Blood of Feſus Chrift his Son cleanſeth us 
from all Sin. And becauſe this People 
ſay, That Chriſts outward Coming 
and Sufferings profit nothing to - thoſe 
that live-in Sin, and rebel againſt the 
Light; ſome have untruly and anchari- 
tably concluded, That they deny the 
Vertne and Benefit of Chriits Coming 
and Sufferings in the Fleſh, as a Sacri- 
fice for Sin. Whereas they only deny 
and oppoſe a falſe and dangerous Ap- 
plication of them to a diſobedient State. 
For they believe, Chriſt came not to. 
fave Men in their Sins, but from their 
Sins; and that thoſe that open the door 
of their Hearts at his inward and ſpiri- 
tual Knocks, to wit, the Reproofs and 
Convictions of his Light and Grace, 
have their Conſciences ſprankled, with hts 
Blood, from dead Works, to ſerve the Liv- 
ing God ; . and that fo far only as Men 
come to be Chriſts, Chriſt is theirs : 
So far as they are Obedient to his Grace, 
and take up his Croſs, and follow him 
in the ways of Meekneſs, Holineſs and 
Self-denyal, ſo far they have an Intereſt 
in Chriſt, and no farther : And ſuch 
have the Benefit of him, for the holy 
Ends for which God his Father gave: 
him, viz. as King, Prieſt, a 

d- 
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Sacrifice and Mediator ;z | being ſenfibly 
felt of all ſuch to reign. over their 
Hearts, teach. them Gods Royal Law, 
give them ſaving Knowledge, and to 
Mediate, Attone, SanCtifie and Juſtifie 
them in the ſight of God. And it is 
not another than that Bleſſed Word, 
Light, Power, Wiſdom and Eternal Righ- 
teouſneſs, which then took Fleſh, and 
appeared in that Holy Body, by whom 
they have received, or can receive any 
trne ſpiritual Benefit. For, they ſay, 
Light is only from him, Poher Pony only 
through him, and Santftification only by 
him. $o that their aſcribing Salvation 
from Sin and Death eternal, - in this 
Age, to him, who-now appears in Spi- 
rit to their Souls as before expreſſed, 
cannot render him no Saviour in that 
Age, or make void the End and Benefit 
of his bleſſed Appearance then in the 
Fleſh on Earth, or Mediation now in 
Heaven. Whoſe Dot#rin pierced, whoſe 
Life preached, whoſe Miracles aſtoniſhed, 
whoſe Blood attoned, and whoſe Death, 
Reſurrefion and Aſcenſion into Heaven, 
confirmed that Bleſſed Manifeſtation to 
be no lefs than the Word God (who 
is Life and Light) manifeſted in the Fleſh, 
(according to the Apoſtle Paul) for the

fore Properly and: Truly the Son of Man

IX. Df Good Wozks, - &c. 
Perverſ. 13. Th* Quakers ſet up Works 
and Meriting by Works, like the Papists ; 
whereby Juſtification, by Faith in Chriſt, ss 
laid afide. 07 
Princ.By- no means: But They fay with 
the Apoſtle F-7. c. 2. That true Faith in 
Chriſt cannot be without Works, no more than 
a Body can live without a Spirit ; and that 
where there is Life there is Motion, and 
where there is no Divine Life and Mo- 
tion there can be no true Faith ; belie- 
ving beingza-fruir of Life. Nay, by the 
Compariſon, if they were ſeparable, 
Works being compared .to the Spirit, 
would have the better. The very believ- 
ing is an A# of 'the Mind, concurring 
. withGods wo! king in or upon the Mind, 
&c. and therefore a godly Work: And no 
ſooner is true Faith begotten in a Soul. 
ut 
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but it falls to working; which is both the 
Nature, and, in ſome reſpe&, the end 
of it. Nor do we fay, that our very 
Reſt Works, proceeding from the rue 
Faith it (elf, can Merit ; no, nor Faith 
joyned with them, becauſe eternal Life is 
the Gift of God, All that Man is capable 
of believing or performing, can never 
properly be ſaid to merit everlaſting 

*Bleſſedneſs ; becauſe there can be no pro- 
portion (as there mult be in caſe of Merit) 
between the beſt Works that can be per- 
formed in the Life of Man, and an Erer- 
nal Felicity, Wherefore all that Man 
can do, eve with the Aſſiſtance of the Holy 
Spirit, can never be ſtrictly ſaid ro merit, 
as a d2bt due to the Creature : But on 
the other Hand, that right Faith and good 
Works (which ariſe out of it, or will fol- 
low it ) may and do obtain the bleſſed Int- 
mortality, which it pleafeth Almighty 


God to give, and priviledge the Sons 0 


Men with, who perform thatmeceſſary 
Condition, is a Goſpel and neceſſary 
Truth: And this the Quakers groundedly, 
and therefore boldly afirm. So thar 
they deny al{ Merit from the beſt of 
Works ; eſpecially by ſuch as fome Pa- 
piſts may conceive to be Meritorious. 


But as they, on the one hand, do deny

l am ſure, believing and not working, and 
imagining a Salvation fromWrath, where 
there 1510 Salvation or cleanſing from Sin, 
which is the caſe of it, is no whit-leſs 
unſcriptural, and abundantly more per- 
nicios tothe Soul. Bleſſed ts he that hears 
Chriſt's Werds and does them, The Doer 
is cnly accepted, Wherefore it ſhall be 
ſaid at the Laſt Day, not well profeſt, 
But well done good ard faithful Servant, 
enter thou 1n the 7oy of thy Lord, Thou.” 
Holy, Humble, Patient and- Meek Liver ; 
T hou that lovedſt me? above all, ard thy 
Neighbour as thy Self Enter thou ; for for 
thee and ſuch as Thou art, was it prepared 
from before the Foundation of theWorld was 
laid. Which Recom pence of his Faith- 
fulneſs, is the Infinite Love of God, re- 
vealed to Man, tlirongh Chriſt. For 
though Death be the Wages of Sin, yer the || 
Grft of God is Eternal Life to ſuch. So |: 
that as they do not hold that their good 
Works merit, neither believe they that | 
their good Works juſtifie them : For - 
though 
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& though nore are juſtified that are not in 


meaſure ſar@:fied, yet all Man Goes is 
duty, and blots not out old Scores: For 
that is: grace and faveur purely, upon 
Repentance, through Chrilt the Sacrifice 
and Mediator. So that Men are not juſti- 
fied becauſe they are ſanQified, but for 
bu ſake that ſanctifies them, and works 
all their good Works in them, and for 
them, and preſents them blameleſs; to 
wit, Chriſt Jeſus, who is made unto 
them, as he was tothe Saints of old, Wi/- 
dom, Righteonſneſs, Santtification and Re- 
demption ; that he that glori:th let him glory 
in the Lord. : 


X. Df Water Baptiſm and the Supper, 


Perverſ. 14. The Quakers dery the 
two great Sacraments or Ordinances of the 
Goſpel, Baptiſm and the Supper. 

Princ. Whatever is truly and pro- 
perly a Goſpel Ordinance theypdelire to 
own and practiſe: But they obſerve no 
ſach Language in the Scripture as in the 
Obje&tion. They do confeſs the Practice 


. of John's Baptiſm, and the Supper 1s to be 


found there; bnt Praftice only is no 1n- 
ſtitution or ſufficient Reaſon of Continu- 
ation. - That they were then proper they

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believe, it being a time of great Infancy, 
and when the Myſteries of Truth lay yet 
couched and foulded up in Figures and 
Shad-ws, as 1s acknowledged by Proteſt- 
ants; bur it is their Belief, that no Figures 
or Signs are perpetual, or of Inſtitution, 
under the Goſpel Adminiſtration, when 
Chriſt, who 1s the Subſtance, 1s come z 
though their uſe might have been indul- 
ged to young Converts in Primitive 
Times becauſe of former Praftices. It 
were to overthrow: the whole Goſpel 
Diſpenſation, and to make the coming 
of Chriſt of none effe&, to render Signs 
of the nature of the Goſpel which is In- 
ward, Spiritual and Eternal in all its Na- 
tures. If it be ſaid, But they mere uſed 
after the coming of Chriſt, and bis Aſcenſion 
00. They anſwer, So were many Jewiſh 
Ceremonies not eaſily aboliſhed, as Cir- 
cumcifion Ce. It is ſufficient to them, 
That Water Baptiſm was Fobz's, and not 
Chriſt's, as As 1. 5. Fhat Jeſus never | 
pſed it, Fo. 4- 2. That it was no part of 
Pauls Commiſſion, - which, if it were E- 
vangelical, and of Duration, would cer- 
tainly have been. 1 Cor. 4. 15, 16, 17. 
And that there is but. one Baptiſm, as well 
as but one Faith and ove Lord, Eph. 5. 4. 
And that. che Baptiſm ought robe po the 
me 
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ſame Nature of the Kingdom, of which 
it is anOrdinance,and which 15S piritual. 
Which holds alio as to the Supper 
both alluding to Old Fewiſh Prattices, 
and uſed ſignificatively of a near and 
accompliſhing Work ; the Subſtance 
they repreſented. If any ſay, But Chriſt 
commanded that one of them ſhould continue 
in Remembrance of bim, which the Apoſtle 
to the Corinthians explains thus, Thaz 
thereby they do ſhew the Lords death till be 
come. T hey fa\, That he that faid ſo, told 


bis Diſciples alſo, That he would come t0 $9þ,14. 1, 
them again : That ſome ſhould not taſt of 2,23. 


Death till they ſaw him come in his Kingdom: : 
And that he that was then with them ſhould 
be in them ; Avid that be would drink no 
more of the Fruit of the Vine, till he ſhould 
drinkit new with them in the Kingdom of 
God. Which is the »ew Wine that was 
to be put into the new Bottles, and is the 
Wine of the Kingdom ;, as heexpreſſeth 
it in the ſame place + Which Kingdom 
is within, as may be read in Luke. He was 
the heavenly Bread, that they had not 
yet known, nor his Fleſh and Blood, as 
they were to know them; as may be 
ſeen in Jobr. $o that though Chriſt was 
come to end all Signs; yet till he was 
known to be the Swſtance $0 the Soul, as 
the

Hence it is, That the 
People called Quakers cannot be faid to 
deny them ; that is to hard a word : But 
they truly feeling in themſelves the very 
thing, which outward Water, Bread 
and Wine do fignifie, or point forth 
(to ſay nothing of their abuſe) they leave 
them off, as fulfilled in Chriſt #2 them 
the hope of their Glory ;, and henceforth 
they have but one Lord, 07C Faith, 077e 
Baptiſm, one Bread, and but one Cup of 
Bleſſings, which is the new W ine of the 
Kingdom of God, which is within. 


XI. Df the Reſurrection and Eternal 
Recompence- 


PerverC. 15. They acknowledg no Reſur- 
reftion of the Dead, nor Rewards to come. 

Princ.[n this alſo they are greatly abu- 
ſed. They deny not, but .bzlieve the Reſur- 
reftion according to Scripture ; not only 
fromS32,but alſo from Death and theGrave: 
BuCc 
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But are conſcientiouſly and not cautelouſly 
cautious in expreſſing the manner of the 
Reſurrection intended in the Charge,be- 
cauſe 'ris left a Secret in Scripture. Are 
People angry with them,for not  believ- 
ing or aſſerting what is hidden,and which 
IS more cxricuthan neceſſary to be known, 
and which the ObjeQors themſelves can- 
not be politive in ? Thou Fool, is to the 
curious Inquirer, as ſays the Apoſtle :

Which makes the Onakers contented 3%, 19 54+ 


with that Body which God ſhall pleaſe to 
give them; being aſſured that their Cor- 
ruptible muſt put on Incorruption, and 
their Mortal muit put on Immortality ; 
but in ſuch- a manner as pkafeth him. 
And in the mean time they eſteem it their 
Duty, as well as Wiſdom, to acquieſce 
in his holy Will. Ir is enough they be- 
lieve a Reſurreftzon, and that of a glorious 
and iucorruptible Body, without further 
Niceties'; for to that was the ancient 
Hope. 

Now as to Eternal Rewards, they not 
only believe them, but as the Apoſile 
ſays of old, above all People, have the 
greateſt reaſon ſo to do; for otherwiſe, 
who is ſo miſerable ? Do they inherit the 
Reproach and Suffering of all that have 
ſeparated from time to time ? that is to 
S1Y,

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Say, are the Out cries that have been a- 
gainft the Proteſtants by the Papiſts, and 
thoſe of the Church of E:glandagainſt the 
Puritans, Browniſts and other Separatiſts, 
fallen fo thick apon them,and ſhall They 
hold Principles inconſi/tent with an eter- 
nal Recompence of Reward ? By no 
means. It is their Faith,their Hope,their 
Intereft ; and what they wait and have 
Suffered for, and preſs as an Incourage- 
ment to Faithfulneſs upon one another 
and the contrary therefore mult be both 
an unjuſt, and improbable Suggeſtion of 
their Adverſaries.

Cap and Kee, . and fine 
words, which generally they never mean;
